The congregation of the Church of 
God, 226 N. Second Street, West Hel- 
ena, Ark., Rev. A. J. Murray, pastor, 
has . just completed what almost 
amounts to a miracle in these days of 
excessive costs of materials and labor 
and shortages of both. 


Reverend Murray and his congrega- 
tion have completed and dedicated a 
fine new $30,000 church building 
which is a credit to the community 
and the people who built it. And, 
Reverend Murray says “nearly every 
one had a hand in it”—either through 
contributions of cash or labor. 

The edifice is constructed of red 
Insulbric and finished in Celotex in- 
side. It has a main auditorium 30x64 
feet, seven Sunday School rooms, a 
pastor’s study, baptistry, and built-in 
section for the choir, constructed of 
scorched pine. 

Work of building the aun was 
started fifteen months ago and it has 
been a long and hard struggle. “If it 
had not been for the generosity of our 
friends, we could never have accom- 
plished the job,” Reverend Murray 
says. “And,” he adds, “we owe only 
about $2,500 on the building.” 

The pastor, not only served as ar- 
chitect and construction superintend- 
ent, but wielded a hammer and saw 
all during the construction of the 
church. 

Dedicatory services were conducted 
on September 12.—From The Phillips 
County Herald of December 4.

WHAT IS WRONG WITH 
GOD’S CHILDREN? 

Isaiah 40:28-31. “Hast thou not 
known? hast thou not heard, that the 
everlasting God, the Lord, the Creator 
of the ends of the earth, fainteth not, 
neither is weary? there is no search- 
ing of His understanding. He giveth 
power to the faint; and to them that 
have no might he increaseth strength. 
... they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 


shall run, and not be weary; and 
they shall walk, and not faint.” 
What a promise! In this hour 


when men are bending beneath 
the burden of a sin-sick world, how 
it gives a lift to one’s soul to contem- 
plate the words of this great and 
blessed promise. 

Acts. 17:24, 25, 28, “God that made 
the world and all things therein, see- 
ing that he is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples made 
with hands; neither is worshipped 
with men’s hands, as though he 
needed any thing, seeing he giveth to 
all life, and breath, and all things; 
for in him we live .. .” Enoch walked 
with God. Abraham was the friend of 
God, David was a man. after God’s 
own heart, and Jesus came to per- 
fectly reveal the Father. 

The determining factor in knowing 
God as Father is our willingness to 
believe in the Lord Jesus Christ. All 
things are possible to him who be- 
lieves and acts on the Word. Here is 
what I see wrong with you and me. 
As most preachers, we are standing in 
the way of the progress of our 
churches. We must lift the standard 
high, and we should spend four or 
five hours a day in prayer and study- 
ing God’s Word. 

I was very much impressed by what 
Brother H. .L. Chesser said in the 
prayer conference at Salinas, Calif.: 
“The first four hours of the day 
should be devoted to prayer and study. 
The pastor can find so many things for 
meditation. By constant study, he 
will be able to bring to his congre- 
gation things new and old. I am sure 
if you do this and teach your congre- 
gation to pray, you will have souls 
saved in your regular services all 
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along, and your Sunday School and 
church will grow.” 

Psalm 23:2, “He maketh me to lie 
down in green pastures: he leadeth 
me beside the still waters.” Spirit- 
ualizing this verse, we may say the 
green pastures and still waters refer 
to the spiritual nourishment which 
the child of God receives as he waits 
upon God in the study of His Word 
and in prayer. There can be no spirit- 
ual strength sufficient to walk in the 
paths of righteousness unless time is 
taken to lie down in the green pastures 
of the Divine Word and by the still 
waters of prayer. To lie down is the 
first lesson the Great Shepherd would 
teach His sheep. Lie down that you 
may have strength to walk in the 
paths of righteousness. It is generally 
recognized as being a very difficult 
thing to get God’s people to lie down 
and study and pray. They will do 
most anything but .pray, the very 
thing they should do. They will run, 
walk, sing, teach, preach, do most any- 
thing and everything except seek 
seasons of quiet and periods of re- 
tirement for secret communion with 
God and soul nurture. 


TAKE TIME TO BE HOLY 
How many of us are willing to go 
alone into the woods like the Master 
did, and spend all night with God, in 
order to have something to offer the 
sick and needy multitudes? 


THE MIRACLES OF CHRIST 

In every one of the Gospels, Christ 
is set forth as a Wonder Worker. 
All His miracles— power over diseases, 
sin, demons, death—were the Lord’s 
credentials, giving evidence of His 
Messiahship. 

John was in prison and sent his 
apostles to Jesus to ask Him if He 
were the Christ, or should they look 
for another. Jesus said, Tell John 
the sick are healed, the blind see, the 
lame walk, devils are cast out, and 
the poor have the gospel preached 
to them. Jesus did not compel men 
to follow Him. He fed the multitudes. 
From Matt. 14:15-18, we learn that 
five thousand were fed with five 
loaves and two small fishes. Matt. 
15:32-39 says.He fed four thousand 
with seven loaves and two fishes. 


Feeding this great multitude points 
to Him as the Bread of Life. The 
healing of the blind man reveals Him 
as the Light of the world. Just three 
words were spoken by the Master, 
“Lazarus, come forth,” and the dead 
was raised. This sets Him forth as the 
Resurrection and the Life. Jesus sent 
the Twelve and gave them power 
over all sickness and demons. Matt. 
10:1, “And when he had called unto 
him his twelve disciples, he gave them 
power over unclean spirits to cast 
them out, and to heal all manner of 
disease. Verse 8, “Heal the sick, cleanse 
the lepers, raise the dead, cast out 
devils: freely ye have received, freely 
give.” 

I did not say this. Jesus spoke these 

words. I am sure Jesus meant just 
what He said. He expects us to do 
that very thing. The signs of an 
apostle were: (1) he was chosen 
directly by the Lord; (2) he was 
endued with signs, gifts, miraculous 
power. These were his divine creden- 
tials. ; 
Acts 5:15, 16, “Insomuch that they 
brought forth the sick into the streets, 
and laid them on beds and couches, 
that at the least the shadow of 
Peter passing by might overshadow 
some of them. There came also a 
multitude out of the cities round 
about unto Jerusalem, bringing sick 
folks, and them which were vexed 
with unclean spirits: and they were 
healed every one.” 

In John 14:12, Jesus said, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that believ- 
eth on me, the works that I do shall 
he do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I go unto 
my Father.” 

Isa. 59:1, “Behold, the Lord’s hand 
is not shortened, that it cannot save; 
neither his ear heavy, that it cannot 
hear.” 

God will supply, but we must apply, 
lift Him up. The early Church did not 
lift up a Jesus who could only save 
people’s souls, but One who had all 
power in heaven and in earth, and 
could heal their blind eyes, cancers, 
leprosy, lameness, etc., as well. Jesus 
Christ is the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever, and if the twentieth

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80 PER CENT OF SOUTHERNERS “NEVER DARKEN 
CHURCH DOOR” 
By ERWIN L. McDONALD 


The percentage of Southerners who “never darken the 
door of anybody’s church” probably is more than 80 per 
cent, Dr. J. B. Lawrence, executive secretary of the Home 
Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Convention, esti- 
mated in an address at Missionary Day exercises at South- 
ern Baptist: Seminary, Louisville. 

Changing social and economic conditions have cut off 
large sectors of our population from the church, the school, 
and the kind of home conditions conducive to the proper 
rearing of children, Dr. Lawrence said, referring to de- 
plorable living conditions found in many mining, lumber, 
trucking, and oil camps. 

There is a great need for a change of missions methods 
to minister to thirty millions of unchurched people in the 
South, Dr. Lawrence said. 

“We must get out from the walls of our churches and 
carry the gospel to the people where they are,” he de- 
clared. “We need large numbers of missionaries who will 
be willing to live in trailers in migrant camps over the land 
and be schoolteachers and ministers in these needy com- 
munities,” he said. ‘

The Lord of Hosts 

Here we have revealed the agents 
and resources of the Holy Spirit. 

God’s usual way of working is 
through human or angelic agents. 
God does speak directly to hearts, but 
when He wants to save one, He usual- 
ly sends one of His servants. 

When God gives “exceeding great 
promises,” He waits for some one of 
His children to claim and plead the 
promises. He says, “I will. yet for this 
be inquired of.” 

God is waiting for those who will 
follow Him wholly. He will then do 
exploits. God wants all these earthly 
hosts to fall in line and wait upon 
Him to receive the almighty power 
of the Holy Spirit. He desires to give 
a larger enduement than ever before. 

The need of.the present hour de- 
mands it and the promises of God are 
focusing on the period before the 
awful day of the Lord. Christians 
need to awaken to the fact that this 
mighty outpouring is to come before 
the tribulation and the coming of the 
Lord, for it’ is promised “before that 
great and notable day of the Lord.” 

Many students of the Word have 
been hindered by the way they divide 
the prophetic Word and thus put this 
promise after the Lord comes. We 
doubt not the mighty workings of the 
Holy Spirit then, but the promise is 
for the “before” time when all flesh 
is to feel the mighty movings of His 
Spirit before the final, terrible judg- 
ments fall. It may take some judg- 
ments before the final ones to 
solemnize all, but this promise is to be 
fulfilled before the greatest judg- 
ments. The partial fulfillment on the 
day of Pentecost was before the day 
of the Lord, and the completion of 
this prophecy in its setting is likewise 
to have its wondrous fulfillment be- 
fore that terrible day. 

Every sign seems to indicate that 
that day is approaching. The coldness 
and formalism of Christians, the de- 
structive criticism of the Bible, the 
deadening effect of so much of the 
present-day intellectual and scientif- 
ic systems of thought, the almost uni- 
versal worship of money, pleasure, 
and worldliness — all this and more 
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presages the coming of that day, but 
before it comes there is to be a spe- 
cial time of grace, and any who will, 
shall be saved. 

Ministers, Christian workers, and 
Christians need now this mighty en- 
duement in preparation for that day. 
We need to believe for it with all our 
hearts and then wait before God un- 
til He pours out His Spirit as on 
Pentecost and on the early Church, 
that signs and wonders may be 
wrought in the name of His “holy 
child Jesus.” The Holy Spirit comes 
within us for life and comes upon us 


for service. Every man thus endued | 
is equipped with God’s wondrous 


power to do valiant service as one of 
the Lord’s hosts. 
Heavenly or Angelic Hosts 

Beside this earthly host of God’s 
endued children there are the heav- 
enly or angelic hosts. God ministers 
His Holy Spirit through them. This 
marvelous angelic ministry is obscure 
to Christians until God opens His 
Word to them and opens their spirit- 
ual eyes. There is need of this great 
illumination. Of the angels He said, 
“Are they not all ministering spirits, 
sent forth to minister for them who 
shall be heirs of salvation?” Heb. 1:14. 

The hosts of darkness are so many 
and bind with chains of darkness so 
many souls and so many cities and 
so many countries, but the hosts of 
light are far more multitudinous and 
have the almighty enduement of the 
Holy Spirit so that we, through them, 
may always be conquerors and “more 
than conquerers.” 

It is an unspeakable aid to faith 
to be able to thus see the agents God 
uses. When we look about us, the 
forces of God’s children often look 
insignificant and those of the enemy 
seem so strong and so entrenched, but 
when our eyes are open, as were those 
of the servant of the prophet, we will 
understand his words, “Fear not: for 
they that be with us are more than 
they that be with them ... and the 
Lord opened the eyes of the young 
man; and he saw: and, behold, the 
mountain was full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about Elisha.” 
The realization of this fact of angelic 


helpers strengthens faith. We believe 
that God in all His supernatural 
working uses their agency. 

David feared not the mighty Go- 
liath because he trusted God and be- 
cause he knew Him as “the Lord of 
hosts.” The hosts of Israel were faint- 
hearted and afraid when Goliath 
challenged and mocked, but David 
knew the Lord of the heavenly hosts 
and counted on his supernatural help. 
David said to the great Goliath, “I 
come to thee in the name of the Lord 
of hosts,” 1 Sam. 17:45. When the 
apostle Peter was in prison chained 
to two soldiers and his execution was 
expected the next morning, the little 
company of believers met in an upper 
room and united in fervent prayer for 
his deliverance. How could such a 
little company contend with Herod? 
Only by way of the throne was help 
to come! They prayed and God sent 
His angel, who awakened and released 
Peter so that his chains fell off and 
he passed out into the city. The great 
iron gate seemed to open of its own 
accord. 

Ministers of the gospel and all 
Christians need to have faith in the 
“Lord of hosts.” Many souls with 
which we have to do are chained to 
evil habits and associates just as truly 
as Peter was chained to the two sol- 
diers. There is deliverance by the 
“Lord of hosts” and God sends His 
angel and it is easy. We all need faith 
in the supernatural and in the mighty 
ministry of God through His invisible 
or visible angels. 

Oh, the cities Which seem to have 
their great iron gate shut against 
God, and the countries and kingdoms 
which are shut against God! God is 
waiting for some faithful one like 
Daniel to intercede, or a little com- 
pany like that which prayed for 
Peter, and the gate will open of its 
own accord. 

We read in Hebrews 11:33 of those 
“who through faith subdued king- 
doms.” God is waiting for His inter- 
cessors for the countries closed 
against the Gospel or for the coun- 
tries where the Gospel has such little 
power and He will send His angels

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EPivimne Healings

There is much controversy concern- 
ing the doctrine of healing in these 
last days, and for the skeptical and 
disheartened this article is written in 
hopes that you may get a clearer un- 
derstanding on this important and 
seemingly neglected doctrine. To you 
who are sick, this article is also ded- 
icated. Many are in doubt as to heal- 
ing and some have asked: 


Is Healing for us Today? 

If this be an honest inquiry, I be- 
lieve we can help by reference to the 
Word of God. Jesus, in His ministry, 
taught and practiced divine healing 
as seen in Matthew 4:23, “And Jesus 
went about all Galilee, teaching in 
their synagogues, and preaching the 
gospel of the kingdom, and healing all 
manner of sickness and all manner of 
disease among the people.” This super- 
natural power Jesus transmitted to 
others; viz, the twelve—Matthew 10:1, 
“And when he had called unto Him 
His twelve disciples, he gave them 
power against unclean spirits, to cast 
them out, and to heal all manner of 
sickness and all manner of disease”; 
the seventy —Luke 10:1,9, “After 
these things the Lord appointed other 
seventy also, and sent them two and 
two before his face into every city and 
place, whither he himself would come. 
(And their commission was) .. . heal 
the sick that are therein, and say 
unto them, The kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you.” This discredits 
what some believe—that Jesus gave 
this power and authority to His dis- 
ciples only. “But how about today?” 
you ask. Many passages could be cited; 
let one suffice. Mark 16:17, 18, “And 
these signs shall follow them that 
believe. .. (who? “them that believe”) 
they shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover.” 

Access to Divine Healing 

You will notice here that there are 
approaches to receiving divine heal- 
ing, and that all three approaches de- 
pend on faith. 

1. Faith of those desiring healing. 

Matt. 9:20; Mark 5:25-34, 36. This 
woman had suffered for years and 
spent her entire life’s saving on phy- 
sicians to find health and healing, 
but steadily grew worse. Matt. 
9:21 tells us she came to the place 
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where she had faith to be healed, 
“For she said within herself, If I may 
but touch His garment, I shall be 
whole.” She had faith and received 
accordingly. Notice verse 22, that was 
her faith which made her whole—‘“thy 
faith hath made thee whole.” 

2. Then it is the faith of others. 

Matt. 8:5-10. This is the story of the 
This brings us to our third thought. 
himself, but for his servant. It was 
his faith, not the servant’s, that 
brought healing to his sick servant. 
We see this same vicarious faith in 
operation and bringing results in 
Matt. 9:2, 6, 7, “And, behold, they 
brought to him a man sick of the 
palsy (extreme case of nervousness), 
lying on a bed (absolutely helpless) : 
and Jesus seeing their faith said unto 
the sick of the palsy . . . Arise, take 
up thy bed, and go unto thine house.” 
Why did He say, “Take up thy bed?” 
To prove the healing as genuine. A 
person in such a state of nervousness 


can hardly grasp anything, but this 


healing was so definite that we find 
he was able to carry his bed (or the 
pad on which he slept) into his house. 
This brings us to our third thought. 

3. Sometimes it is the faith of the 
one doing the praying. 

Matt. 21:22, “And all things, what- 
soever ye shall ask in prayer, believ- 
ing (herein is your faith), ye shall 
receive.” Mark 11:24 tells us the same. 
It is said of Stephen in Acts 6:8, “And 
Stephen, full of faith and power, did 
great wonders and miracles among 
the people.” 


Let Us Consider Hindrances to 
Our Healing 


There are a number of things that 
could hinder our healing, but let us 
consider just two of the main reasons: 

1. Unbelief. 


“Without faith it is impossible to 
please God.” As already stated above, 
there are three approaches to divine 
healing, but in each one of these ap- 
proaches you remember there has to 
be faith. Unbelief will rob you of 
healing many times. 

2. Lack of confession 

Is another reason that healing is 
not gained. Read James 5:13-16. Verse 
16 says, “Confess your faults one to 
another.” 

Then, just in passing another 
reason, healing is hindered because 
of selfish purposes. James 4:3, “Ye 
ask, and receive not, because ye ask 
amiss (which means in error, wrong, 
in a faulty manner), that ye may 
consume it upon your lusts.” 


The Mode of Healing 

1. By the laying on of hands. 

Luke 4:40, “Now when the sun was 
setting, all they that had any sick 
with divers diseases brought them 
unto him; and he laid his hands on 
every one of them, and healed them.”

Read 
these for yourself. 

2. Anointing with oil. 

Mark 6:13, referring to the twelve, 
“And they cast out many devils, and 
anointed with oil many that were 
sick, and healed them.” See also 
James 5:14. 

3. When no elders are present. 

Have others pray for you, James 
5:16,. or either pray for yourself, 
James 5:13. 


Healing May or May Not Be 
Instantaneous 

1. Many that were prayed for were 
healed instantly. Acts 5:16. 

2. Then there were others who were 
not, but who eventually were healed. 
See, for example, the case of the 
blind man, who at first was not com- 
pletely healed, but who was eventually 
healed. This may be your case. 

In conclusion, I might say that I 
trust this simple message on this 
subject may be an inépiration to your 
faith in getting healing from the Lord. 
This is written with a prayer that it 
may bring courage, hope, and faith to 
your heart.

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INTRODUCTION 

These truths are as old as God’s 
Word. In this message I wish to stress 
the importance of each phase of God’s 
great plan; viz, great prayer, great 
peace, great praise, and great power. 
No one will dispute, I’m sure, the im- 
portance of either phase of my sub- 
ject, because they all combine to make 
the delightful whole of God’s plan. 
There is a sermon in each thought. 

GREAT PRAYER 

Prayer is certainly great in its con- 
tent. It is the royal telephone from 
earth to glory, the intercommunication 
system between God’s great field and 
His office. By it, men’s weary souls 
commune with God and are glad. 
“Men ought to pray” signifies its im- 
portance, its greatness. One has said, 
“The prayer warrior is one soldier the 
devil cannot defeat.” Great and im- 
possible things have been brought to 
pass through the medium of prayer. 
Men who pray do not faint. Those who 
fail will both faint and fail. Through 
prayer, the prayer of repentance, sin- 
ful man approaches a merciful God, 
who is not “willing that any shall per- 
ish but that all should come to repent- 
ance,” and finds rest for his soul. 

Time would fail us, space is inade- 
quate, to describe things accomplished 
through the prayer of faith. By it, men 
have gone through the fiery furnace 
without harm. Prayer locked the jaws 
of hungry lions; prayer raised the 
dead to life again; prayer made the 
sick well again. Prayer unlocked jail 
doors, put songs of praise in hearts 
of men, and made them happy for 
time and eternity. We especially like 
to refer to the midnight prayer of Paul 
and Silas in the Philippian jail, when 
they sang praises to God and the pris- 
oners heard them, of the earthquake 
that followed and the great revival 
that broke out that night, in which the 
jailer and his family were converted. 
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in the world.” In the physical world, 
we speak of dynamite, TNT, atomic 
energy, electricity, and their powers, . 
and these physical energies are great, 
but none so great as the power of God. 
It takes hundreds of dynamos to pro- 
vide electricity for light and service 
for the people of earth, and yet, many 
of them do not enjoy this provision; 
but God’s one great dynamo generates 
enough power for every man. The line

One preacher said God sang with them 
that night, that He sang bass so deep 
it shook the prisoners loose and the 
doors open. There may be some ques- 
tion about that, but not one will dis- 
pute that He answered prayer. After 
all, answered prayers are the essence 
of life, and not just formally said 
prayers that so many are substituting 
for the prayed prayer of faith. James 
said, “The effectual fervent prayer of 
a righteous man availeth much.” 


GREAT PEACE 

“Great peace have they that love 
thy law.” Peace is defined as “inward 
quietness,” “spiritual content,” “rest 
for the soul,” and “holy calm.” Even 
these words are inadequate in their 
description of this “great peace.” The 
half has never been told. Only those 
who have it can fully appreciate it, 
but not understanding, for it is as the 
writer says, “peace passing all under- 
standing.” The Psalmist assures us this 
belongs'to those who love His law. He 
goes further and says, “Nothing shall 
offend them.” “Hide his word in your 
heart that you might not sin against 
God.” That is the only remedy for the 
sin disease, the only thing that will 
provide this great peace. There are 
many scriptures referring to His great 
peace, but I will leave this thought 
with this brilliant gem taken from 
Isaiah 26:3, “Thou wilt keep him in 
perfect (great) peace, whose mind is 
stayed (fixed) on thee, because he 
trusteth in thee.” 


GREAT PRAISE 


No other line of thought in the 
Scripture is covered more fully than 
that of praising God. Just as prayer is 
man’s medium of communing with 
God, praise is man’s method of wor- 
shiping God. So, praise is an essential 
part of God’s great plan. Praise should 
not be seasonal but continual in na- 
ture. It should be of regular nature, a 
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part of man’s daily life. “Let every- 
thing that hath breath praise the 
Lord.” “His praise shall continually be 
in my mouth.” “Seven times a day do 
I praise thee because of thy righteous 
judgments.” “Enter into his gates with 
thanksgiving, and into his courts with 
praise: be thankful unto him and bless 
his name.” “He hath put a new song 
in my mouth, even praise unto our 
God.” These are some of the state- 
ments of David, a man after God’s 
own heart. Every true child of God 
should feel this way about praising 
God, but I am afraid from what I can 


see that we do not. The poet put it. 


this way: 

“O for a thousand tongues to sing 

Our great Redeemer’s praise, 

The glories of my God and King 
That crowns with joy our days.” 
Our trouble, I’m afraid, is that we do 
not use the one tongue we do have to 
praise Him as we should. If we had a 
thousand tongues and used them no 
more than we do the one that is ours, 
we still would be far behind in our 
praise life. God, give us genuine heart- 

felt praise. 
GREAT POWER 

“Ye .shall rceive power.” We speak 
of God’s power in terms of awe and 
reverence. Unlike the powers of men, 
which are given of God, such as physi- 
cal strength, mental brilliance or 
power of the mind, as we sometimes 
express it, the power of God in Him- 
self is far greater than even the 
powers of nature. The atomic bomb, 
with all its devastating forces, is like 
a one-cent firecracker compared to 
the great power of our God. 

The word “power” is derived from 
the Greek word “dunamos,” or dyna- 
mo. No other force is so great, no 
power is so strong, as the power of 
God. “Greater is he that is in you 
than he (the power of evil) that is 


runs right by your door. Hook on and 
enjoy its benefits. “The promise (of 
power) is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, 
even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call,” Peter told them on the day 
of Pentecost. 

This great power~ for light and 
service must have been important, 
yes, greatly important, for He said 
unto His disciples, “It is expedient 
for you that I go away, for if I go 
not away the Comforter will not 
come.” On the verge of His going 
away, He urged them to go back to 
Jerusalem and “tarry until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” This 
power was to be ours “after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” Some 
would have you believe that this power 
is periodic in nature, others that it is 
spasmodic, still others that it is idiotic, 
but I claim it is none of them. Sup- 
porting me in my claim is the Word of 
God itself, for after the Holy Ghost 
was given there has been no time 
since, when men met the condition of 
receiving, that the power was not 
available. Such was this great power 
that the unlearned fishermen of Gali- 
lee turned the world upside down (up- 
set its general course), three thousand 
souls were pricked in their hearts and 
turned to God in one day, and, ac- 
cording to the promise, were filled 
with the Holy Ghost. Holy men filled 
with this great power did miracles of 
divine nature, insomuch that men 
marvelled at the sight. It is still the 
same today. Years of time have not 
changed it at all. If you would have 
this power, obey God, and you, too, 
can have, and will say that this is 
great power. 


CONCLUSION 
I must say that the four great “P’s” 
in God’s great plan are like four great 
pistons in a mighty engine: they all 
must fire to produce the utmost of 
power.:

The other revival was in Wendlin- 
gen. There are many towns surround- 
ing this little city. We had a good 
attendance there and people came 
from all around. Many were gripped 
by the Word of God. It was one of 
the best revivals we have ever had. 
The Lord was with us mightily every 
evening. We had a fine choir, com- 
posed of young people from all the 
neighboring Churches of God. Brother 
Emil Heliwig led the choir. I am sure 
it was the finest spiritual singing ever 
heard there. We praise God for this, 
for He is the Vine bearing fruit 
through His branches. This revival I 
held myself, and we had good results. 
A new church will be erected here, 
as well as in the above town, and both 
will be set in order soon, D. V. As 
the weather gets more settled, we shall 
go forward with the building. The 
Lord has been wonderful to supply 
us with materials. 

While we had these good revival 
meetings, with God’s precious anoint- 
ing in our midst, I just wished you 
could be with us. I know it would 
have done your heart good to see and 
hear how God is working among our 
German people. We have our trials, 
the devil has not gone on a vacation 
in Germany, but by the grace of God 
we can say we are overcoming by the 
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words of our testimony and the blood 
of the Lamb. Oh, hallelujah! Praise 
His name! It is a privilege to serve 
Him, and by God’s grace we want to 
serve Him better as we know Him 
better. 

In the natural, it looks bad in Ger- 
many, as you may know from read- 
ing the daily press. This month the 
authorities gave no fat in the rations 
—no butter, no lard or any kind of fat. 
One living in the States can hardly 
understand what this means. This 
scarcity of fat has continued for many 
months. People have no more reserves 
in their bodies. Often our dear saints’ 
needs bring a burden to our hearts, 
and we know He loves them as He 
does any of His own. The righteous 
has to suffer with the ungodly. If any 
are able to lift some of this burden, 
we know God will bless them richly 
for it. “Blessed is he that considereth 
the poor: the Lord will deliver him in 
time of trouble. The Lord will pre- 
serve him, and keep him alive; and 
he shall be blessed upon the earth: 
thou wilt not deliver him unto the will 
of his enemies,” Psalm 41:1,2. If any 
have this world’s goods and see his 
brother starving, how can the love of 
God abide in that heart? “Cast thy 
bread on the waters: for thou shalt 
find it after many days,” Eccl. 11:1. 

I remember the days when I was 
in the States, and the farmers were 
killing hogs and filling their fifty- 
pound lard cans. If a few would get 
together and send some fat, that 
would help. That is what is needed— 
fat. Ask the Lord, He will guide. He 
does not want anybody to give who is 
not able, that you should suffer, but 
many live in luxury and have abun- 
dantly and are able to give. God 
wants to remind those to remember 
their brethren. 

We ask the Church everywhere to 


hold us up in prayer. Some cannot go 
to carry the gospel, some are not able 





to give, but surely you can help by 
praying every day in the Holy Ghost. 
This is a field white unto harvest, but 
the reapers are few. The Lord of har- 
vest wants you to do your part and 
be a co-worker with us, helping to 
bring the full gospel and the true 
Church of lively stones to Germany. 
You should see the thankfulness of 
those whose blind eyes have been 
opened. Help us to bring them in 
from the fields of sin and those who 
are in Babylonian captivity. “By the 
rivers of Babylon, there we sat down, 
yea, we wept... we hanged our harps 
upon the willows in the midst there- 
of.” Do we see those that are in cap- 
tivity, who once made a joyful noise 
unto the Lord, singing in their hearts, 
having the victory? Many others have 
not kept His commandments, have 
been scattered abroad and are in con- 
fusion of Babel. Thanks be to God 
that some of them are singing and 
rejoicing again like their forefathers. 
“When the Lord turned again the 
captivity of Zion, we were like them 
that dream. Then was our mouth 
filled with laughter, and our tongue 
with singing: then said they among 
the heathen, The Lord has done great 
things for them. The Lord hath done 
great things for us; whereof we are 
glad. Turn again our captivity, O 
Lord, as the streams in the south. 
They that sow in tears shall reap in 
joy. He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bringing 
his sheaves with him.” 

Oh, for more going forth, weeping 
for those who are sitting in Babylon- 
ian captivity and those in Egypt who 
are in the slavery of sin and the devil. 
Don’t you hear them weeping, sitting 
in misery, and see their sad faces, 
knowing no way out? Come with us 
in the soul-saving - business. Lead 
them out of captivity into which their 
blind leaders led them. You, also, 
shall come bringing in the sheaves. 
It is the best work and brings the 
greatest joy. No man has greater love 
than to lay his life down for his 
friends. That is what He did for us, 
while we were still His enemies. That 
love was coals of fire upon our heads, 
burning their way to our hearts. This 
very same love of God will move us 
to follow in His footsteps. It moved 
Paul and Silas to lay their lives down 
for the Philippians, and they founded 
a church there. It will move you to 
do something to bring about God’s

century church will lift Him up like 
they did, He will do the same works 
to-day and we shall have a world- 
wide revival. What do you say? Let 
us contend for the faith and stay on 
our knees until if we are called to 
preach, we should have signs follow- 
ing. That is our credentials. I am 
contending for this. Where is the God 
of Elijah to-day? 

Dr. Torrey said, “I can give a 
prescription that will bring a revival 
to any church, or community, or any 
city on earth. First, let a few Chris- 
tians, they need not be many, GET 
THOROUGHLY RIGHT WITH GOD 
THEMSELVES. This is the prime es- 
sential. If this is not done, the rest 
will come to nothing. Second, let them 
bring themselves together to pray for 
a revival, UNTIL GOD OPENS THE 
HEAVENS AND COMES DOWN. Third, 
let them put themselves at the dis- 
posal of GOD, to use them as He sees 
fit in winning others to Christ. That 
is all.” 

This is sure to bring a revival to 
any community. I have given this 
prescription around the world. It has 
been taken by many churches and 
communities, and in no instance has 


. 
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it ever failed, and it cannot fail. 
Most ministers have lost the vision. 
You are satisfied with a small church 
and with a small congregation, when 
you should have a vision and work to 
build your church. Without a vision 
the people perish. 

I was impressed by Rev. A. J.Phillip’s 
vision. He took a church in Frank- 
fort, Ill., Jan. 5, 1947, with seventy- 
five in Sunday School. Before the 
year was gone he had 372 in Sunday 
School. Reverend Phillips said he had 
a job 365 days a year. He had no time 
to hunt and fish and _ vacation. If 
you expect your church to grow, look 
in your Dec. 13, 1947, Church of God 
Evangel, and read it. I quote again 
from Brother Chesser’s instructions to 
the Church in a prayer conference, at 
Salinas, in October, on “Lack of 
Prayer a Peril”: 

“People cannot go without prayer. 
The individual must pray. The Church 
must pray. It is a fine thing to have 
family prayer. Failure to pray has 
wrecked many homes, churches, and 
individuals. The lack of prayer means 
loss of courage. When we have been 
praying, we have a testimony for God. 
When men fail to pray, they lose 
their consecration, and lose _ their 
vision.” 

People can go to other places, but 
not to prayer meeting. The prayer 
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meeting brings a revival. Before we 
pray, it cannot be done; but after 
we pray, it CAN be done. Where is 
the God of Elijah? Who shut up the 
heavens one day? The God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob, men who knew 
how to pray. God heard the prayer 
of the prophet and gave him his 
heart’s desire. The God of Elijah is 
the God that answers by fire. Oh, 
where is the God of Elijah? They’re 
asking that question to-day. The God 
of Elijah is ever the same, but where 
are the people to PRAY? If the 
world can produce the Elijahs, there 
is never a question, my friend, for 
the God of Elijah is the God of His 
people to-day, and always will be 
to the end. 

1 Kings 17:23b, “And Elijah said, 
See, thy son liveth.” Verse 24, “And 
the woman said to Elijah, Now by this 
I know that thou art a man of God, 
and that the word of the Lord in 
thy mouth is truth.” 

Where is our power to-day? Elijah 
is a man just like you and I. Jesus 
is the same yesterday, to-day and 
forever. Where is the God of Elijah 
to-day? What are you going to do 
about it? Brother, if God would take 
your prayer life as a spiritual ther- 
mometer to take your spiritual tem- 
perature, I wonder how it would read? 
God help us to pray.
